Indianapolis, Jan. 11.—A largely at- 
tended eonferenoe of Indiana democrats 
was held here yesterday and last night 
in response to a call issued recently by 
the Hendricks club of this city. 
From 
1,500 to 1,500 men were present and all 
sections of the state were represen ted.

VICE PBEBIDENT 


The conference assembled in Masonic 
hall and was called to order by A. W. 
Conduit, presidectjof the Hendricks club. 
Committees on resolutions, permanent 
organization 
and 
club 
organization 
were appointed. 
The committee on per- 
manent orgauization reported the name 
of Gov. Gray for permanent chairman. 
The choice was approved and the gover- 
nor was received with great applause. 
In response he said: "I am gratified, as 
everv democrat must be, to witness the 
increasing enthusiam of the democracy 
at a time when there is little political ex- 
citement. The democratic armor was 
never in better order, and after the next 
convention I think it will be found that 
the republican party is a party of the 
past. This is no time for speech making. 
£ will simply add here that whatever 
there is of me, and all of me, will be 
devoted to making the democracy tri- 
umphant in the coming election.'' 


THE BESOLUTIONS. 


The 
committee 
on 
resolutions, 
through Thomas B. Cobb, reported as 
follows—the unanimous sentiment, it 
was announced, of the entire committee: 


We hail, with enthusiasm, the brave 
and noble leadership of Grover Cleve- 
land, president of the United States, and 
heartily indorse his administration of 
national affairs. 


We welcome the message of the presi- 
deat of the United States as a coura- 
geons step towards the administration of 
the government in harmony with the re- 
quirements of the masses of the people, 
and we urge upon congress to carry out 
its recommendations. 


We declare that the so called doctrine 
of "Protection to American Labor," as 
illustrated iu our present tariff laws is a 
fraud upon the laboring men of the 
country especially, placing them largely 
in the power of tneir employers, and 
making them the victims of the oppres- 
sive power of colossal aggregations of 
capital exerted in the interest of monop- 
oly and against the interests of labor. 


The democratic party is conscious of 
the great becefit conferred upon 
the 
country by the influx of intelligent 
heads and strong arms from abroad. 
It 
has always warmly greeted and pro- 
moted the immigration of honest, res- 
pectable and industrious aliens, and it is 
yet in favor of welcoming and kiudlry 
receiving these valuable elements of our 
population, which have so largely con- 
tributed to t e building up and develop- 
ment of our resources and of excluding 
only notoriously dishonest, disreputable 
and dangfrous 
characters 
from the 
privilege of the Americal soil and citi- 
zenship. 


Resolved, That we appreciate and 
highly commend the administration of 
our state affairs by Gov. Isaac P. Gray 
for its ability, its honesty and his hearty 
and earnest efforts to improve the state 
government in all its branches, and we 
heartily recommend him to the democ- 
racy of the state of Indiana and the 
nation for nomination for the vice presi- 
dency af the United States.

Besolved, That we heartily indorse 
the election of David Turpie to the Uni- 
ted States senate by the democratic ma- 
jority of the last legislature, and their 
manly and determine resistance to the 
organized conspiracy of a republican 
minority to overturn constitutional gov- 
ernment and by fraud elect a United 
States senator against the will of the 
people, as expressed at the ballot box. 


We denounce the partisan, inexcusable 
and revolutionary action of the republi- 
can majority in the house in obstructing 
legislation and there 
preventing the 
passage of appropriation bills and othe 
necessary legislation thereby crippling 
the administration of the state's affairs 


and preventing the proper maintenanoe 
of her varioos insitutiona. 


The brief reaolationa were hailed with 
much applause and were adopted, upon 
motion of Mr. Cobb. There was an in- 
stant demand for a speech from Gov- 
ernor 'Gray.

voted to the discussion of state matters, 
while those of Hon. Joseph E. McDon- 
ald and ex-Speaker Jewett strongly in- 
dorsed the administration and Mr. Cleve- 
land's message. 


The entire proceedings met all the ex- 
pectations of those who originated the 
project of calling such a convention so 
early in the presidential year 


The sentiment is generally favorable 
to the renomination of the old state tick- 
et, with such changes as circumstances 
make necessary. 
Judge Nelson, who 
was the candidate for lieutenant govern- 
or, is ineligible, as he is now mayor of 
Logansport.

Yesterday afternoon, when the pas- 
senger train on the Grand Bapids road 
was coming into the city, it slacked up, 
as is its custom, for the Hanna street 
crossing. 
George Grund, of Willshire, 
O.. was a passenger on the train. 
He 
supposed the station had been reached 
and attempted to alight. 
In doing so 
he fell from the steps to the ground and 
was quite badly injured about the face 
and head. 


He was taken up and conveyed to the 
St. Joseph hospital, where his injuries 
were dressed by Dr. W. H. Myers. 
It 
was found that he had received several 
bad cuts in his fall and he will be kept 
at the hospital for several days. 
Mr. 
Grund is a married man and was coming 
to this city on business. 
He was a 
stranger, ignorant of the whereaboats of 
the depot—and his mistake will cost him 
several days of suffering. 


Last evening George Harris, a son of 
Mr. Frederick Harris, a farmer living 
some seven miles from the city, was un- 
loading a dressed hog from his sleigh, 
in front of the residence of his aunt, 
Mrs. Tegtmeyer, on West Washington 
street. 
While doing so, the horses 
started up and young ;Harris fell from 
the sleigh to the ground. 
He struck 
his head on the hard frozen surface and 
was rendered unconscious. 


The young man was carried into the 
house of 
aunt and Dr. Rosenthal 
was ovlled, who pronounced his injuries 
very dangerous. 
It is feared that the 
fall produced a conoassion of the brain 
and his injuries may prove fatal.

remained unoonscious all night.

A F E A R m FIRE! 


S^trojg an Armorr !• Which a Great 
2 
Poaltrj And Dog Show was 
Being Held.' 


JCk>z.mfBt78, O., Jan. 12.—The Four. 
taanth regiment armory, a frame struc- 
ture on Spring street, burned at 6 
o'clock this morning. 
The fire caught 
from a defective fine and soon enveloped 
the building. 
The drapery and ever- 
green went like a flash and fell to the 
iloor, everything going up like an ex- 
ploeion. 
The force of men about the 
armory endeavored to get the valuables 
Midklive stock out, but were unable to 
do anything 
of consequence. 
The 
baildingwas totally enveloped in less 
than ten minutes. 


One thousand rounds of amunition 
were in the building. 
The cartridges 
exploded and the bullets flew in all di- 
rectiong, making it dangerous for the 
men at work. 
Pete Ball, colored was 
struck in the head with a bullet, but was 
not seriously hurt. 
Three hundred 
stands of rifles and the uniforms of all 
the men of thfe regiments were destroyed, 
as well as all the equipments and para/ 
phemalia, except the tents. 


The officers lost much of their goods. 
Adjutant General Axline estimates the 
loss to the state at over $15,000 
Other 
local organizations and drill corps had 
their uniforms in the building and lost 
the same. 


The Ohio Poultry, Pigeon, Kennel 
and Pet Stock association opened their 
second annual exhibition at the Armory 
Tuesday. 
There were displays from 
nearly every state west of the Missis- 
sippi. valued at over $50,000. All the 
poultry and pigeon stock, and nearly all 
the dogs were consumed. 
The famoufK 
Gordon setter. Royal Duke, owned><5y 
Walter Hammett,of Philadelphia, vfflued 
at $40,000, broke his chain and got out 
badly singed. 
The only other dogs 
saved were the champion English setter, 
Paul Gladstone, of Pittsburg, valued at 
$10,000, and two Irish setters and a 
pointer, belonging to a n sident of Col- 
umbus, which had been taken home last 
night. Among the dogs burned were 
Patti M., a prize pointer bitch, of Cleve- 
land, whfch has taken prizes at all the 
kennel shows, and valued at $1,000. 


In ail over 300 dogs of different b r e e ^ 
were lost, composing the finest dispkTy 
ever made in Ohio. Sir Charles, said to 
be the finest specimen of St. Bernard in 
America, owned by H. L. Goodman, of 
Chicago, valued at $2,600, and the whole 
of the Alta kennel, of Toledo, Ohio, 
composed of St. Bernards, were all 
burned. 


There were between 600 and 800 en- 
tries in poultry, carrier pigeons, etc., 
from many 
states. 
They 
were all 
burned. The catalogue and record of 
the prizes of winners were 
burned, 
which makes the detailed information 
hard to secure. 


The owners of many dogs are not here 
and those in charge are greatly confused 
over their loss and can give no informa- 
tion about the insurance. 
The building 
carried $2,500 in the Knox Mutual. 
The stock show would have closed to- 
night and was pronounced such a suc- 
cess that arrangements had already been 
made for the exhibition next year. 


ANOTHBB ABMOBY FIBB. 


Lowbll, Mass.. Jan 12.—Two large 
four-story brick houses were totally de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. The build- 
ings were owned by the city, and were 
occupied by the fire department and by 
companies "C" and "G" of the Sixth 
regiment. 
In the building were 20000, 
rounds of cartridges, which kept np a 
constant fusilade, and several kegs of 
gunpowder, which exploded with such 
force as to be heard all over the city. 
The fire alarm telegraph system was ren- 
dered useless, and every electric light in 
the city was extinguished. 
The build- 
ings were valued at $35,000. 
The roof 
of an adjoining building was broken in 
by the falling walls. There will be a to- 
tal loss of $75,000.

The sermon in which Mr. Spurgeon 
replied to his critics concerning the 
charges which he has made against the 
churches of the present day of being «m 
the "down grade," both theologically 
and spiritually, and because of which 
he has retired from the Baptist Union, 
is thus summarized by a London paper: 
He took his text from Zephaniah iii, 
16, 17, 18. He declared that a reproach 
had fallen upon the solemn assembly 
at the present moment 
It was a sad 
reproach this, when the brilliance o* 
the gospel was dimmed, the clearness 
of the testimony was spoiled, doubtful 
voices were scattered among the peo- 
ple, and those who preached, instead of 
preaching the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, preached anything else 
but the truth—preached the invention 
of their own toains, and not the revela-! 
tion of the blessed God. 
It was an ill 
day both for the Church and tjie world, 
when the trumpet did not give forth a 
certain sound, and when, added to this, 
in their solemn assembly there was 
lifelessness, a want of fidelity and a 
want of vigor—that they should have 
to feel that the present period was typ- 
ified best by the Church at Loadicae, 
which was neither cold nor hot. 
If an 
addition to this worldliness there was 
no distinction between the Church and 
the world that could be observed at all, 
then, indeed an ill-time had come npon 
the church and the world, and they 
might expect some great judgment to 
come. 
At the present moment it did 
«eem to him that the solemn work of 
the Church was under a reproach. 
Some said this did not exist to any 
great degree; some said that what was 
considered to be a reproach was really 
a thing to be gloried in—the very glory 
of the nineteenth century—and so they 
put it on one side. 
But there were 
some to whom this reproach was a bur> 
den. 
They were vexed with the vexing 
of His spirit; if He was dishonored, they 
were dishonored. 
The sorrows of the 
Charcb of God, were the sorrows of 
the people of God. 
When the gos- 
pel was not preached, God's people 
were robbed. 
If they cut 
oflf the 
supply of water from them, then they 
thirsted. He knew many people of God 
living in different parts of the country 
to whom the Sunday, instead of being 
a day of rest, was a day of lamentation. 
The sheep looked up and were not fed. 
There was a poisonous pasturage before 
them, and this caused many to be filled 
by doubts and questionings. Then some 
were driven out. 
Souls were made to 
stray away from the path' of life; sin- 
ners were left in hardness of their 
hearts because the truth that wou] 
convince them of sin was not preachec 
sinners were left in darkness and des- 
pair because the glorious atoning sacri- 
fice was not set fairly before them, 
was terrible to him that this quivering, 
this blast, should come down upon 
their churches. 
Yet all the time the 
people of God were in this state they 
were not without hope. 
Eternal tes- 
timony could not be silenced. 
The 
truth would yet be proclaimed as wi^th 
trumpet-tongues, 
the 
spirit of God 
would revive His Church, and Goc 
would come to the faithful who were 
burdened and sorrowful. He hoped for 
a great revival of religion. 
If tens 
thousands of souls were immediately 
saved by the sovereign grace of God, 
what a rebuke it would be to those who 
denied the faith.

BoUt to Monopolis« the Ocean Passenger 
Trade, She Proved m Fatlnre, Wi i 
Made Useful in Notbing bnt Cable Lay- 
ing, and Is to Be Broken Up. 


The news comes from London that the 
steamship Great Eastern has been bought 
by a metal firm for £16,000, or about 
$77,000, that she may be broken np for 
old metal. 


What a melancholy end of hopes that 
were bright two score years ago. If those 
I)eople subject to sea sickness, whose 
hearts were then gladdened by 'the an- 
noimcement that Mr. J. Scott Russell 
would build a mammoth ship that no 
wave could roll, could have seen this no- 
tice of the final dissolution of the experi- 
ment, they would have been quite cast 
down. It was predicted at the time that 
the ship would prove a failure, but that 
the noble vessel would at last be sold for 
old iron, reduced to the rank of broken 
Btoves and general junk shop ware, the 
most hardy croaker would not have vent- 
ured to predict. 


When the ship was first built and was 
lying on the ways ready to be launched at 
Millwell, on the Thames, In the summer 
of 1857, Robert Stephenson and Brunei, 
the designer of the ship, invited W. S. 
Lindsay, then a prominent ship broker 
and ship owner, to inspect the monster. 
When they had gone aU over her from 
the upper deck to the inner skin and 
back to the deck again, Mr. Brunei said 
to Mr. Lindsay: 


"Well, what do you think of her?" 
Lindsay replied that she was the strong- 
est and best ship he had ever seen. 


"Oh, I did not want your opinion about 
her build," 
said Brunei. 
"I should 
think I know rather more how an Iron 
ship should be built than you do. How 
will she pay?" 


"Ah, that's quite a different matter.»* 
"If she belonged to you, in what trade 
would you place her?" 


"Turn her into a show; something at- 
tractive to the people. 
She will never pay 
as a ship. 
Send her to Brighton, dig a 
hole in the beach, and bed her stem in it. 
If well set she will make a suTjstantial 
pier, and her decks a splendid promenade. 
Her hold would make magnificent salt 
water baths, and her 'tween decks a grand 
hotel, Mith restaurant, smoking and danc- 
ing saloons, etc. 
She would be a marvel- 
ous attraction to the cockneys. Candidly, 
this is mv opinion." 


The Great Eastern is 680 feet long, 83 
feet M ide, 58 feet deep, 28 feet draught 
and of 24,000 tons measurement. She 
has two paddle wheels 50 feet in diameter 
and a screw 24 feet. The horse power of 
her engines—four to run the screw and a 
like number on the paddles—is 10,000, 
and they were designed to drive the ship 
at the rate of 16 1-2 statute miles an hour. 
She was originally intended to do a part 
of the carrying trade between England 
and Australia. At this she proved a 
failure. She was too long; she burned 
too much coal; the rates of expense to 
income did not show a profit.

Then she was used to lay Atlantic cables. 
At this she proved a success, but un- 
fortunately for the big ship, cables could 
not be laid every summer and when the 
first job was finished she was again use- 
less. 


Twenty-seven years ago, when she was 
on American shores, she was thus de- 
scribed in the Editor's Drawer of Harper's 
Magazine: 


"It was an epoch when one saw her, 
especially in motion. 
She glided so 
calmly among the eager, lesser craft—^so 
silently, while they sputtered and whizzed 
—so swiftly 
while 
they strained to 
keep up with her. At the wharf there 
was something touching in the huge, use- 
less hulk of iron. She was simple and 
strong and spacious. 
Her chief cabin was 
like a palace hall. 
Her machinery seemed 
vast enougli to whirl a planet. 
Indeed, 
why was she not meteoric—fallen out of 
some grander planet, where harbors were 
deeper and passengers more and larger 
than on our little roly poly earth? It 
seemed as if the population of a city would 
not crowd her, and as if she might carry 
a coal mine in her hold to feed her vol- 
canic fires. Xay, she was herself a planet, 
with hidden telluric heats." 


Again, after speaking of the disappoint- 
ment usually experienced at seeing long 
heard of great objects, the same writer 
says: 


"Even travelers can tell no foolish tales 
of the Great Eastern. It is quite as large 
as they say and have said—quite as large 
as the pictures made her to be. 
Perhaps 
she will have sailed away, when you read 
this line, in the September sun. 
But only 
out of the harbor, not out of memory. 
There she is anchored forever with her 
mighty masts towering together. And 
while we smile and shrug we must still 
honor the conception and the execution. 
Wo must still grant that 'twas a famous 
victory." 


And now all this granduer is to be 
used for old iron. She will no longer 
move majestically among the lesser craft 
which 
"sputtered and whizzed" about 
her. It seems a mercy that the noble old 
hulk is not to be degraded to do show 
duty at some seaside resort, like an 
elephant in a circus. 
There she would be 
an ever present reminder of the failure o£ 
one of the grandest conceptions of human 
intellect. 
Better break her up. 


The Too Popular Cigar Clerk. 


"I don't know as I want any clerks that 
bring trade," said a cigar dealer the other 
day, "for I have tried it to my heart's 
content, and I think it a rank failure. 
The man who has so many friends is far 
too social and talks when he ought to be 
arranging stock. 
The trade that every 
cigar dealer wants is that of the man who 
buys good cigars and pays when he 
gets them. 
That man will trade with me 
because he knows he cdn get the worth of 
his money, and for no other reason. He 
seldom asks credit and is never a store 
lounger. 
On the contrary those who fol- 
low the popular cigar clerk, buy little but 
talk much. 
Then the social clerk is al- 
ways treating, and that must come out of 
the dealer. It took me several years to 
learn that I did not want a salesman who 
would 'draw trade.* My cigars will do 
that. 
What I want is a man to sell them 
and see that tho store is k ^ t neat. 
Such 
a man is worth a dozen of the others."— 
Buffalo News. 


CÓL. T. W. HIGGfNSON. 


Hé Has PsMed His 64th Birthday and is 
Still Tigoroiu. 


CoL Thomas Wentworth Higglnson has 
Jnst passed his 64th birthday. 
His face Is 
still red with health, his form is still jet 
unbent by the burden of years, and he 
daily rides the tricycle through the street« 
of C><^mbridge, Mass., the seat of Harvard 
university, where he has been a resident 
continuoui^y since 1878. He is a native 
of Cambridge, and was graduated at Har- 
vard in 1841, and at the Divinity school in 
1847. 
Then he was made pastor of 
Congregational church in Newburyport, 
Mass., but soon resigned because his con- 
gregation was displeased with his strong 
anti-slavery doctrines. 
This was in 1850, 
and in that year he unsuccessfully ran for 
congress on the Free Soil ticket. 
In 
1853 he assumed the pastorate of a free 
church at Worcester, where he remained 
for six years. The slavery question was 
uppermost then in New England, and Mr. 
Higginson entered the contest with all the 
enthusiasm of young and vigorous man- 
hood. In fact, he was so energetic in his 
championship of the negro's cause that 
w h e n 
Anthony 
Bums, a fugitive 
slave resident in 
Boston, was ar- 
rested and locked 
up in the Boston 
court 
house he 
did not hesitate 
to lead an attempt 
t o r e s c u e the 
negro by force. 
C o l . 
Higginson 
and one or two 
o t h e r s 
w e r e 
wounded in the 
COL. T. w. HIGGINSON. melee, and one of 


the defending deputies was killed. Hig- 
ginson was indicted for murder because of 
his part in this affair, as were Wendell 
PhiUips, Theodore Parker and others. 
They were never tried, however, a flaw 
in that instrument leading to the quash- 
ing of the indictment. In 1856 he passed 
some time in Kansas with the free state 
emigrants, having helped to form several 
parties who took up their residence there. 
A personal acquaintance of John Brown, 
he aided in a plan to rescue him after sen- 
tence had been passed upon hiia, and 
served 
on 
the 
free 
state 
forces 
as 
brigadier 
general on 
James H. 
Lane's staff. 
When 
the civil war 
broke oùt he offered himself to the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, recruited two 
companies near Worcester, received a 
commission as captain in the Fifty-first 
Massachusetts volunteers, and while still 
in camp was made colonel of the First 
South -Carolina volunteers, 
afterward 
called the Thirty-third United States Col- 
ored troops. 
This was the first regiment 
of freed slaves enrolled in the United 
States army, and it was Col. Higginson's 
ardent desire to command them that led 
to the perpetration of the following re- 
markable production by a rhymester of 
the time: 


There was a young curate of Worcester, 
Who could have a command if he'd choose ter; 
But he said each recruit 
Must be blacker than soot. 
Or else he'd go preach where he used ter. 


After capturing and holding Jackson- 
ville, Fla., Col. Higginson was wounded 
at Militown Bluff, S. C., in August, 1863, 
and resigned in October, 1864, on account 
of disability. 


Upon his return to civil life Col. Hig- 
ginson turned his attention 
largely to 
literature, residing at Newport. R. I., for 
a number of years. 
Early in life he had 
developed strong interest in the cause of 
woman suffrage, and now that the negro's 
emancipation was an accomplished fact 
he devoted much of his time to the idea 
of enfranchising the gentler sex. He 
often spoke from the lecture platform in 
the palmy days of the lyceum, and he has 
written much and well, his earliest work 
being a compilation with Longfellow of 
poetry for the seaside, published under 
the title "Thalatta" in 1853, and his 
latest, so far, "Hints on Writing and 
Speaking," published in 1887. In 1880 
and 1881 he was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature, serving as chief of 
staff to the govèrnor during the same 
time, and in 1881-83 he was a member of 
the Massachusetts state board of educa- 
tion. 


Col. Higginson's wife, who is a niece of 
Longfellow's first wife, is a woman of 
literary tastes, and their home on Obser- 
vatory hill, Cambridge, is a favorite resort 
for many men and women of culture.

Senator from the State of Kew H»mp> 
shire. 


Mr. William E. Chandler, elected to 
the United States senate from New 
Hampshire in place of Austin F. Pike, de- 
ceased, was born in Concord, N. H., Dec. 
28,1835. He studied law in Concord, com- 
pleting his course at the Harvard law 
school, where he was graduated in 1855. 
He then commenced the practice of his 
profession in Concord, and in 1859 was 
appointed reporter of the New Hampshire 
supreme court. 


From the time of his graduation Mr. 
Chandler was identified with the Republi- 
can party, serv- 
ing as secretary 
and afterward as 
chairman of the 
state committee. 


In 1862 he was 
elected 
to the 
New 
Hampshire 
house of repre- 
sentatives, a n d 
made speaker for 
t w o 
successive 
terms. 
In 1864 
he was employed 
as special 
c o u n - 
sel for the navy 
department, and 
in 1865 was ap- 
WM. E . CHANDLER, 
pointed 
S o l i c i t o r 
and judge advocate general for that de- 
partment, the same year becoming first 
assistant secretary of the treasury. In 
1867 he resigned this position and resumed 
his law practice. 


In 1876, when President Hayes was 
elected, he was secretary of the Republi- 
can national committee and advocated 
the claims of the Hayes electors for 
Florida before the canvassing board of 
that state. 
But after the election of Mr. 
Hayes Mr. Chandler became an opponent 
of the president's southern policy, and 
was again elected to the New Hampshire 
legislature. 


In 1883 he became secretary of the 
navy, in which department he carried out 
a number of reforms, and organized the 
Greely relief expedition. 
Since leaving 
the navy department he has become pro- 
prietor of The Monitor and Statesman, a 
daily (and its weekly edition) newspaper 
In Concord. 


He was elected to the United States 
senate on June 14, 1887.

A freqiKnt cause of disaster to ships 
ii tiid b i ^ k m g of seas over tbem, and 
on t l ^ point the hydrographer of the 
United States has published within the 
last two years, in pamplilet form, di- 
gested from the Monthly 
Pilot 
Chart," 
a list of a hundred and twenty authen- 
ticated oiases in which furious seas were 
Allayed by the use of oil; the last proof 
of which is furnished by Gapt. Wales, 
of the British steamer, "New Guinea," 
as follows: 


"In 
January of the present 
year, 
m a k ^ passage from 
Baltimore to 
Antwerp, encountered a very heavy 
western gale, accompanied by a tre- 
mendous seiL 
Considerable damage 
had been done to the boats and about 
the decks by the seas coming over the 
side, and the captain, wishing to avoid 
heaving the vessel to, if possible, de- 
cided to try the effects of oil, his atten- 
tion having been called to it by the 
perusal of printed accounts. 
Two men 
were stationed forward—one at each 
closet—^with ordinary soup and bully 
cans filled with raw linseed oil, the 
bottoms 
of the cans having 
been 
punched with two or three small holes, 
^ e oil was allowed to trickle into the 
bowl and thence into the sea, with what 
seemed to the captain a wonderful effect. 
The oil-slick 
extended 
well out on 
either quarter, and so far astern that 
not a single sea broke on board after 
the use of the oil w ^ begun. ** 


The o b t a i n descnbed the maimer in 
which the great 
white-crested seas 
would come roaring after the ship, as 
if they would sweep her decks fore and 
aft; and how, on ineeting the oil-slick, 
the crest of the sea would apparently 
be shattered into fine spray, and noth- 
ing left of the tremendous 
breaker 
but an enormous swell, over which the 
vessel rode easily and without taking 
a drop of water. 
The captain gave his 
personal attention to the expenditure 
of oil, regulating its flow by stopping 
one or more of the holes in the can 
when more than was necessary ran out, 
and in this way he succeeded in making 
seven gallons of oil last twenty-four 
hours. 
All this time his decks were 
almost absolutely dry, the only water 
coming on board being the fine spray 
from the crest of each wave as it came 
into contact with the oil-slick, and was 
blown on board. 
Captain Wales adds 
that he makes a point of using oil when 
even not absolutely 
necessary, as it 
adds so much to the comfort of all on 
board, and eases the ship. 
It would 
seem to be the part of discretion, now 
that the question of using oil in 'such 
cases is finally settled, that all ships be 
regularly equipped with appliances for 
casting oil on the water, just as they 
are compelled to carry 
lights and 
compasses. "Sea breakers"—appliances 
for the distribution of the oil—have 
been patented both at home and abroad, 
and are now used by all cattle-carrving 
steamers and 
some 
other 
vessels. 
Bpeciftl oil is now manufactured for 
this purpose. —Lieut. V. L. 
Coitman, 
in the Forum.

The news comes from London that the 


steamship Great Eastern has been bought 
by a metal firm for £]6,OCJO, or about 
$77,1100, that she may be broken np for 
old rjM'tal. 


What a melancholy end of hopes that 


were bright two score years ago. If those 
people subject to sea sickness, whose 
hearts were then gladdened by the an- 
nouncement that Mr. J. Scott Uusaell 
would build a mammoth ship that no 
wave coul.l roll, could have seen this no- 
tice of the flnal dissolution of the eiperi- 
ment, they would have been quit* cast 
down. It was predicted at the time that 
the ship would prove a failure, but that 
the noble vt^sel would at hut be sold for 
old iron, reduced to the rank of broken 
stoves sn<l general Junk shop ware, the 
most hardy croaker wonld not have vent- 
ured to predict. 


When the ship was first built and was 


lying on the ways ready to be launched at 
Millwcll. on the Thames, In the summer 
of 1637, 
Kobert Stepbenson and Brunei, 


the designer of the ship. Invited W. & 
Lindsay, then a prominent ship broker 
and ship owner, to Inspect the monster. 
When they ba.1 gone all over her from 
the upper deck to the Inner skin and 
rack to tie deck again, Mr. Brunei said 
to Mr. Lindsay: 


"Well, what do you think of hfrf" 
Lindsay replied that she was the strong* 


ert and best ship he had ever sera.

•eem to be the part of discretion, now 
that the question of using oil in snch 
cases ii finally settled, that all ships be 
regularly equipped with appliances for 
casting oil on the water, just as they 
are compelled to oarry lights and 
compassen "r>a breakers"— appliances 
for the distribution of the oil— have 
been patented both at home and abrciad, 
and are now used by all csttle-carriiug 
steamers and 
some other vessels.
